With 
the  tip  of  the  index  finger  of  the  left  hand  the 
upper  hole  must  be  so  covered,  that  a  depressionof 
this  finger  toward  the  middle  finger  is  sufficient 
to  make  it  half  open.  If  these  directions  be  strictly 
observed,  the  positions  of  the  remaming  fingers 
regulate  themselves. 

Each  tone  should  be  distinctly  made,  (attacked) 
and  prolonged  according  to  its  full  value.
